Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  sanitary  state  of  the  district  for  the  year  1913. 

A.— SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

In  this  district,  where  the  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  mainly  agricultural,  the 
population  does  not,  I  think,  vary  much,  tending  to  increase  slightly.  There  are  only  two 
towns  of  any  size  ;  there  are  also  two  factories,  both  devoted  to  the  manufacture  of  cider.

CIRCUMSTANCES. 

This  is  entirely  from  wells,  mostly  of  the  shallow  or  surface  type,  the  purity  of  the 
water  depending  on  the  precautions  taken  to  prevent  pollution  :  first,  by  adequate  cement¬ 
ing  of  the  upper  part  of  the  well  to  prevent  percolation ;  secondly,  by  removing  all  possible 
sources  of  contamination,  such  as  privy  cess-pits,  pig-sties,  &c.,  to  a  safe  distance.  There 
are  many  wells  in  this  district  where  these  precautions  are  not  taken.  I  have  made 
chemical  analyses  of  20  samples  of  water,  of  which  12  were  unfit  for  use.  Generally,  the 
source  of  pollution  was  fairly  evident  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  well.  There  were 
5  new  wells  sunk  and  15  were  cleaned  out  and  repaired. 

There  is,  with  one  exception,  not  much  pollution  of  the  streams  in  the  district.  The 
stream  which  runs  through  Attleborough  is  polluted  by  the  discharge  into  it  of  a  sewer 
drain  from  the  town  ;  the  water,  during  the  summer,  being  discoloured,  highly  offensive, 
and  refused  by  cattle.  I  drew  attention  to  this  matter  in  my  report  for  the  year  1911,  when 
a  great  nuisance  was  caused,  being  especially  noticeable  owing  to  the  hot  weather.  1  again 
mentioned  it  last  year.  During  the  past  year  I  made  a  special  report  to  your  Council,  as 
complaints  had  been  received  about  the  nuisance  from  Hargham.  I  believe  the  Parish 
of  Attleborough  have  discussed  the  question,  but  more  than  discussion  is  required.  If 
sufficient  fall  could  be  obtained,  I  see  no  reason  why  the  discharge  from  this  sewer  should 
not  be  dealt  with  by  means  of  septic  tanks  and  filtration.  At  the  other  end  of  the  town, 
where  the  sewerage  has  been  so  dealt  with,  the  result  after  several  years  trial  remains  quite 
satisfactory  ;  there  is  here  a  good  fall. 

I  have  not  much  to  add  under  this  heading.  With  regard  to  closet  accommodation, 
constant  attention  is  being  given  to  the  improvement  of  insanitary  privies  ;  21  privy  vaults 
have  been  converted  to  the  pail  system  and  many  others  repaired  and  cleaned.  There  is  at 
Attleborough  a  scavenging  cart,  but  it  is  not  much  used. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  the  Schools  has  been  fully  dealt  with  in 
a  previous  report,  and  is  satisfactory.  The  children  are  examined  by  the  County  Council 
Medical  Inspector.  For  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  disease,  exclusion  of  the  in¬ 
fected  children  and  of  “  contacts,”  and  the  closure  of  Schools,  are  authorised  by  the  School 


Medical  Officer.  In  case  of  emergency,  as  at  Scoulton,  where  a  child  suffering  from  diph¬ 
theria  was  in  School,  I  have  advised  immediate  closure.  The  following  Schools  were 
closed  for  varying  periods  at  different  times  of  the  year,  on  account  of  epidemics  of  measles, 
mumps,  or  influenza  :  Carbrooke,  Griston,  Kenninghall,  Quidenham,  Scoulton,  Shropham, 
Snetterton,  Tottington,  Watton. 

FOOD.  No  action  has  been  necessary  on  account  of  unsound  food.  Under  the  Dairies,  Cow¬ 

sheds,  and  Milkshops  Order,  1885,  all  the  premises  have  been  inspected,  only  minor  defects 
were  found  and  have  been  remedied. 

HOUSING.  The  inspection  of  houses,  in  accordance  with  Article  V.  of  the  Housing  (Inspection  of 

District)  Regulations,  1910,  has  been  systematically  made  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances, 
special  attention  being  given  to  the  following  parishes :  Attleborough,  Breckles,  Carbrooke, 
Hockham,  Larling,  Roudham,  Snetterton,  Stow  Bedon.  The  result  is  shown  in  tabular 
form,  as  follows :

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  :  dampness,  generally  due  to  lack  of  spout¬ 
ing,  porous  walls,  and  absence  of  damp  course  ;  insufficient  light  and  ventilation  ;  windows 
not  made  to  open  ;  improper  places  for  the  storage  of  food  ;  roofs  unsafe  ;  rooms  low  ;  there 
is  not,  as  a  rule,  sufficient  bedroom  accommodation  for  a  family.  There  were  three  cases 
of  overcrowding  found,  at  Illington,  Tottington,  and  Roudham,  and  the  circumstances 
reported  to  your  Council,  by  whose  direction  notice  was  given  to  the  occupiers,  and  the 
conditions  were  improved  by  other  accommodation  being  found  for  some  members  of  the 
household.  I  made  a  special  report  to  your  Council  on  the  case  at  Illington,  which  was 
a  particularly  bad  one,  11  persons,  of  both  sexes,  occupying  two  rooms;  in  one  room,  12-ft. 
square,  were  a  man,  his  three  daughters  (aged  30,  5,  and  3  years),  a  boy  (aged  8  years),  and 
an  illegitimate  baby;  the  other  room,  12-ft.  by  8-ft.,  was  occupied  by  five  males  (from  29 
to  10  years  of  age). 

With  regard  to  the  parishes  of  Merton,  Thompson,  and  Tottington,  which  are  situated 
on  one  estate,  a  definite  assurance  has  been  given  by  the  owner’s  agents  that  all  the  cottages 
shall  be  placed  in  habitable  repair,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  sanitary  authority.

I  have  made  42  representations  to  your  Council  with  a  view  to  the  making  of  closing 
orders,  relating  to  cottages  which  were  in  such  a  dilapidated  condition  as  to  be  unfit  for 
habitation.  Your  Council  has  given  notice  to  the  owners  to  place  them  in  habitable  repair 
within  a  specified  peri°d,  generally  two  months.  Apparently,  only  a  small  number  have 
been  so  attended  to,  but  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  only  during  the  last  three  months  of  the 
year  has  your  Council  seriously  considered  the  housing  problem  and  adopted  more  vigorous 
measures. 

There  are  several  cottages  which  are  now  being  repaired  in  consequence  of  the  notice 
from  your  Council,  but  there  are  many  more  where  nothing  has  been  done,  and  the  specified 
period  has  elapsed  or  nearly  so.  Four  closing  orders  have  been  made  and  several  more  are 
due,  but  it  will  be  impossible  to  issue  them  for  all  these  as  there  are  no  other  houses  for  the 
tenants  to  go  to.  This  brings  me  to  the  most  important  point  in  the  housing  problem,  that 
of  building  new  cottages  for  the  working  classes.  It  is  in  my  opinion,  a  matter  which 
admits  of  no  doubt  that  in  this  district  a  supply  of  better  cottages  is  urgently  needed.  It 
cannot  be  denied  that  there  are  many  cottages  which  are  not  fit  for  habitation.  Whitewash 


and  paint  on  the  outside  of  a  cottage  do  not  render  the  inside  any  healthier.  I  notice  lately 
that  several  owners  seem  to  be  under  this  impression.  It  is  not  a  question  of  there  being 
any  demand  for  more  houses  :  I  do  not  know  that  there  is  any  such  demand  in  any  parish 
in  the  district  :  the  point  is,  that  new  cottages  are  required  to  take  the  place  of  dilapidated 
old  ones.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Act  that  existing  houses,  which  may  be  ample  for  the 
needs  of  a  district,  shall  be  made  fit  for  human  habitation  where  they  are  not  so  at  present. 
If  they  are  too  old  and  dilapidated  to  stand  the  structural  alterations  necessary  to  bring 
them  up  to  modern  requirements,  it  is  clearly  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  build  new  ones  to 
replace  them  and  to  close  the  old  ones,  thus  gradually  raising  the  standard  of  decent  living 
and  comfort.  It  is  my  opinion  that  your  Council  should  build  a  block  of  six  cottages  in 
each  of  the  parishes  of  Attleborough,  Carbrooke,  and  Hockham.  This  course  would  not 
compete  with  and  kill  private  enterprise,  because  it  is  not  possible  to  build  at  an  economic 
rent  the  class  of  cottage  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  but  it  is  possible  for 
a  District  Council  so  to  do,  and  further,  this  appears  to  be  the  intention  of  the  Board,  as 
can  be  shown  by  the  following  extract  from  a  letter  to  a  neighbouring  Council  : 

“  The  Board  are  advised  that  houses  should  consist  each  of  large  living-room, 
three  good  bedrooms,  a  scullery  (with  copper),  a  food  larder  and  coal  store,  and  a  pail 
closet  (placed  at  a  suitable  distance  from  the  house).  The  Board  recognise  that  any 
scheme  for  the  provision  of  such  houses  may  involve  a  small  charge  on  the  rates,  but 
I  am  to  state  that  although  the  Board  regard  it  as  important  that  a  scheme  for  the 
erection  of  working  class  dwellings  under  Part  III.  of  the  Act,  1890,  should,  as  far  as 
possible,  be  self-supporting,  the  fact  that  such  a  scheme  showed  a  small  annual 
deficiency  would  not  preclude  the  Board  from  sanctioning  a  loan  for  the  provision  of 
the  houses  if  the  circumstances  do  not  admit  of  a  satisfactory  self-supporting  scheme.” 

In  November  a  Local  Government  Board  Inspector  paid  a  visit  of  four  days  on 
a  housing  inspection  of  the  district,  accompanied  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  myself, 
he  visited  every  parish  making  exhaustive  enquiries.  No  communication  from  the  Board 
had  been  received  up  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

WORKSHOPS.  The  Factories  and  Workshops  Act  has  been  administered  throughout  the  district. 

There  were  70  workshops  and  2  factories  on  the  register.  Inspections  were  regularly  made, 
and  the  minor  defects  found  were  remedied. 

c.— SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

I  append  a  summary  of  the  sanitary  work  effected  during  the  year.  Two  years  ago 
your  Council  provided  facilities  for  the  free  bacteriological  examination  of  material  in  sus¬ 
pected  cases  of  tuberculosis,  diphtheria,  &c.  This  invaluable  aid  to  diagnosis  and  the 
prevention  of  infectious  disease  has  not  been  utilised  to  any  extent  by  the  majority  of 
practitioners  in  the  district. 

D.— PREVALENCE  OF  ACUTE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

NOTIFIABLE.  There  were  46  notifications  received,  a  considerably  fewer  number  than  usual  during 
the  past  few  years. 

SCARLET  There  were  22  cases  of  this  disease,  nearly  all  of  them  of  a  mild  character.  There  were 

FEVER.  no  deaths.  Attleborough  was  the  parish  chiefly  affected,  7  cases  being  notified  in  February 
and  10  during  the  last  three  months  of  the  year.  Isolation  is  always  a  difficult  matter 
where  the  accommodation  in  a  cottage  is  very  limited,  consequently,  it  is  not  surprising  to 
find  several  members  of  a  family  affected.  There  is  no  isolation  hospital  in  the  district. 
The  problem  of  isolation  of  persons  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  in  rural  districts  is 
not  easy  to  solve ;  a  hospital  is  impracticable  and  proper  isolation  in  a  working  class  cottage 
impossible.  If  a  virulent  type  of  the  disease  appeared,  I  fear  there  would  be  some  disastrous 
results.  I  have  no  suggestion  to  offer  other  than  the  renting  of  a  cottage  by  your  Council 
ready  to  be  used  for  isolating  the  first  cases  notified. 


DIPHTHERIA.  There  were  two  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  :  one  at  Scoulton,  which  proved  fatal  very 

rapidly.  I  advised  closure  of  the  school  for  disinfection  as  the  child  had  been  in  the  school 
the  day  before  the  disease  was  recognised.  1'he  other  case  was  at  Griston  and  was  dis- 


covered  through  the  admirable  system  of  school  notification  of  suspected  infectious  diseases. 
In  this  instance  the  teacher  had  notified  the  absence  from  school  of  several  children  suffering 
from  sore  throats.  I  visited  the  school  and  examined  several  of  the  children  at  their 
homes  ;  and  later  again  visited  the  school  with  the  School  Medical  Officer,  taking  “  swabs” 
from  the  throats  of  several  children  ;  one  of  these  proved  “  positive.”  I  have  no  doubt 
this  was  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  of  a  mild  type  :  had  bacteriological  aid  been  sought  in 
the  first  few  cases,  possibly  much  illness  might  have  been  prevented. 


TYPHOID  FEVER.  There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease. 

ERYSIPELAS.  There  was  one  case. 

NON-NOTIFIABLE. 

MEASLES.  This  disease  has  been  very  prevalent,  especially  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

There  were  no  deaths. 


WHOOPING  This  disease,  so  serious  for  young  children,  has  not  been  so  prevalent  as  usual,  though 

COUGH.  two  deaths,  both  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  were  ascribed  to  it. 

CANCER.  Ihis  terrible  disease  appears  on  the  increase.  There  were  19  deaths  registered  last  year 

as  due  to  some  form  of  malignant  disease.  Ten  occurred  in  persons  between  the  ages  of  45 
and  65  ;  8  were  over  65,  and  1  under  45  ;  n  were  females  and  8  males.  The  parts  of  the 
body  most  frequently  attacked  were  the  bowel  in  5  cases  (colon,  4  ;  rectum,  1),  liver  in  3, 
breast,  uterus,  and  bladder,  in  2  cases  each. 


E.-PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  21  notifications,  18  being  of  the  pulmonary  form.  Visits  were  made  on  receipt 
of  notification,  and  note  was  taken  of  the  surroundings.  In  two  instances  arrangements 
were  made  for  some  members  of  the  household  to  leave  it  to  allow  the  patient  room  to  sleep 
alone.  Under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act  domiciliary  treatment,  a  shelter,  medical 
attendance,  and  additional  nourishment,  was  granted  to  10  insured  persons  and  their 
dependants  ;  and  6  were  sent  to  Kelling  Sanatorium.  There  were  12  deaths  from  pulmon¬ 
ary,  two  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis.  Disinfection  has  been  undertaken  in  every  case 
after  a  death,  of  the  room  occupied  and  clothing.  I  suggest  that  your  Council  should  supply 
a  proper  spit-bottle  and  Japanese  paper  pocket  handkerchiefs  to  every  person  afflicted 
with  the  disease.  Probably  there  are  a  good  many  more  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  have 
failed  to  be  notified  as  yet,  and  judging  from  the  standard  that  there  are  3  cases  to  every 
death,  notification  in  the  district  is  by  no  means  complete. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

I  have  again  to  record  only  a  small  number  of  infant  deaths,  15  ;  one  less  than  last 
year,  but  the  rate  per  1000  births  is  higher  as  the  number  of  births  is  considerably  smaller. 
Eight  deaths  were  attributed  to  Premature  Birth  and  Congenital  Malformations,  more  than 
50  per  cent,  of  the  total  number,  a  really  serious  proportion.  I  have  on  other  occasions 
drawn  attention  to  the  possibility  of  preventing  those  deaths  by  more  care  on  the  part  of 
the  mother  during  pregnancy,  and  by  proper  feeding  of  the  infant.  The  Notification  of 
Births  Act  has  not  been  adopted,  nor  would  it  be  useful  without  trained  health  visitors  to 
visit  the  homes  and  give  instruction  and  assistance.  There  were  two  deaths  from  Whooping 
Cough,  two  from  Pneumonia,  and  only  one  from  Diarrhoea,  a  satisfactory  feature. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTHS.  The  number  of  births  was  266,  the  lowest  recorded  for  ten  years,  giving  a  birth-rate 

per  t 000  of  population  of  18.3.  This  continuous  decline  everywhere  evident  in  the  birth¬ 
rate,  indicates,  as  the  County  Medical  Officer  says,  the  necessity  for  doing  everything 
possible  to  conserve  the  lives  of  those  who  are  born. 

DEATHS.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was  160,  but  the  nett  number  belonging 

to  the  district  was  166,  giving  a  death  rate  of  1 1 .5,  which  fortunately,  in  view  of  the  birth¬ 
rate,  also  shows  a  decline.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were:  Cancer,  19;  Heart  Disease,  18; 
Tuberculous  Diseases,  14;  Bronchitis,  n.
